' Kot«^le AddresHM Mt th« Annual Banquet 


of th« New Tork Chamber of C»mm«rc«. 
How We Are Outatrlpplnff the Nation« 
•r tho Old World. 


N K W YOUK, NOV. 90.—Tho 127fch annual 
jMinquet of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the gtuto of Now York was hold at Dcl- 
^.>nonlco's last evening. The yearly dinner 
©f this organization aro among the most 
Important events ,of the metropolla and 
that of last night'was no exception. Ut< 
ierancGB that hav« moved tho policy of the 
government have been made on these oc- 
casions, and It was at one of the chamber's 
dinners that Secretary of th« Treasury 
Wlndom -was strlpkon with sudden death 
a few year« ago. 


It was somewhat after 9 o'clock when 
President Orr rapped for order, and In a 
brief speech, In which he referred to the 
Armenian atrocities, Introduced Secretary 
Carlisle, who spoke on **Our Currency 
System." In tho course of his lengthy ad- 
drofis Mr. Carlisle said: 


"In attempting to provide a circulating 
medium consisting of its own notes re- 
deemable In coin on presentation and ro- 
issuable after rodemptlon, the government 
of tho United States Is engaged In a busi- 
ness for which It is wholly unfitted and 
which was never for a moment contem- 
plated by its founders. It has a right to 
borrow money and issue evidences of the 
debt, and It has a right to coin money and 
regulate Its values—that is, to declare 
what the relative values of the metals 
•hall be In the coinage—but it was never 
contemplatod that It should convert Itself 
into a bank of Issue and furnish a legal 
tender paper currency for tho use of the 
people. 


"No change that can be made in our 
currency system will afford tho relief to 
which tho government and tho people are 
entitled unless It provides for the retire- 
ment and cancellation of tho legal tender 
United States notes. Anything less than 
, this will be simply a palliative, and not a. 
-curei for tlio financial Ills to which the 
ocointry is now subject. 


"The United States note was a forced 
loan from the people to tho government 
which the government promised to pay in 
dollars, but tho free coinage of legal ten- 
der silver at tho ratio of 16 to 1, or at any 
other ratio not corresponding with the 
commercial valuo of the two metals,would 
be a forced loan from the people to tho 
owners of silver mines and silver bullion, 
without a promise of repayment by any- 
body. One loan was forced for the benefit 
of the government In a time of war, but 
tho proposition of the advocates of free 
coinage is to force another loan for the 
benefit of private individuals and corpora- 
tions In a time of profound peace." 


Secretary Carlisle's 
speech was fre- 
quently applauded, especially that part 
whore he committed himself to sound 
money. 


Ho was followed by United States Sena- 
tor J. C. Burrows, of Michigan, who spoke 
on "Our Domestic Commerce." 


Charles Emory Smith, of Philadelphia, 
ex-mluibter to Russia, was tho third 
speuki'r, his toast being "National Devel- 
opraout and Opportunity." 
Mr, Smith 
spoko in substanco as follows; 


"Ours is aland of fullness and not of fam- 
ine. Providence has dowered us with match- 
less opportunity and the world's evolution 
unfolds before us the crowning destiny of 
mankind. Tho merchant princes, even of 
middle age, before me have within their 
own business lives seen our young repub- 
lic pass and outstrip all tho old nations, 
hoary with tho moss of a thousand years« 
In the two decades from 1870 to 1890 tho 
three might/ jiowers of Great Britain, 
France and Goi.'maiiy, all combined, with 
their lî^ô 000,000 people, gained in wealth 
$30,000,000,000, while the United States 
alone, with its 60,000,000 people, gained 
|ii38,000,000.000. 


"The examination of national earnings 
tolls the enkindling story of triumphant 
advance. 
Great iiritain is estimated to 
earn about ^^OO.OOO.OJO a year, France 
15,000,OuO,000 and Germany about the same, 
while tho United States earns over 
000,000.000, or two-ihlrda as much as all 
tho other three put together. If wo wor# 
not such mnguificent spenders how wo 
should astoiiioii our&olves in stupendous 
savings. ButspoudJug makes consump- 
tion, and coudumptlon makes production, 
and as wo are tho greatest consuiners BO 
we aro the greatest producers In tho world. 
Today wo eai'u two-tJardu as much as the 
three great poweri of Kurope combined. 
Boon we shall lijap beyond them. 
From 
IbTO to Jtiyo Greiit Britain increased her 
earnings ill ,000,0'XJ,000 a year, and France 
the same, but our republic expanded her's 
by $5.000, .oO iîOO a yi'ur.

"In tho great race of nations the power« 
of tho Old World are heavily handicapped, 
while the lithe, supple, sinewy young 
giant of the Now World strides forward 
free and unhampered. Their debts are 
piling up; ours oro melting away. Their 
taxes are rising; ours are falling. Their 
expenditures 
are frightfully swelling: 
ours aro relatively declining. Their pro- 
ductive forces aro stripped for arms and 
armaments; ours are at the plow, the 
forge, the loom and the exchange—the 
tools of wealth and not of waste. 


"England's taxes iW 10 per cent, of her 
earnings. Franco's 13 per cent., and Gror- 
many's 10}¿ per cent., whilo ours are only 
6 per cent. England spends one-sixth of 
her local taxes and ono-twelfth of all her 
revenues for poor relief, and only ono- 
Beventeenth for schools. 
The United 
States spends one-sixth of all her national 
and local income for schools, and the de- 
mand for poor relief Is only a beggarly 
item. The contrast Is the key of the future. 


"And we are only at tho threshold of our 
development. Most of tho growth I have 
briefly portrayed has come within twenty 
years. Who shall grasp the advancement 
of the next twenty or thirty years» or pic- 
ture the dazzling destiny of the next cen- 
tury?" 


Letters of regret were then read from 
President Cleveland and Governor Mor- 
ton. 


YOUTHFUL TRAIN WRECKERS. 


Tüey CauM a Disaster In AVliloh Twe lilves 


Are I«OBt« 


SYRACUSB, N . Y., Nov. 20.—Train No. 6, 
the fast mall express on tho Now York 
Central road, was wrecked about a mile 
west of Romo. The disaster was the work 
of train wreckers. The engine and all of 
the cars on the train were ditched and 
completely wrecked. Tho engineer of the 
train, Nathan Hager, of Albany, and a 
tramp named William Bond, of this city, 
were killed. 
Bond*s companion, John 
Macey, had his left foot cut off, and six 
others received in j urles more or less serious. 
No passengers wore hurt. 


The wreckers had broken open the com- 
pany's tool house near by and obtained a 
wrenclkand a crowbar, with which all the 
spikes and ñsh plates from two opposite 
rails on the southerly track had been re- 
moved. The two released rails were left 
in their places on tho track. 


Three young follows, aged 18 to 19 years, 
have been arrested for wrecking the train. 
They are J. Watson Hlldreth of Now York 
and Fred Bristol and Herbert Plato of 
Rome. Hildroth has made a confession 
implicating the other two, and Theodore 
Hibbard, wlio has not been apprehended. 
Their object was robbery. 


Fatal Collisiom on Bi-ooklyn Bridge. 


N K W YORK,NOV. 20.—A serious accident, 
duo to the dense fog, occurred on Brook- 
lyn bridge yesterday. While on the way 
to Brooklyn a train was forced to stop 
about 200 yards from the Brooklyn sta- 
tion. A train behind came along, and the 
brakeman on the rear train, thinking all 
was clear, went ahead at full speed. A 
serious collision was tho result. Several 
cars wcro telescoped, and the conductor 
and several passengers were Bevorolyliurt. 
Thomas Cooper, the conductor, 28 years 
old, had both legs cut off, and George 
Grannit, a pharmaceutical student, 27 
years old, had his loft foot cut off and re- 
ceived Internal Injuries. Both men died 
after being taken to tho hospital. 


Rev. Hyatt Smith Probably Insane« 


BOSTON, NOV. SO.—The case ponding In 
the United States circuit court against 
Rev. Frank Hyatt Smith, of Cambridge, 
charged with sending scurrilous postal 
cards through the mails, has taken a now 
turn. His counsel now assort that he is 
mentally deranged, and support the claim 
by tho allldavit of Smith's family physi- 
cian. Tho feeling Is that tho case will 
never come to trial, and tiiat Mr. Smith 
will finally bo declared insano.

Charges Against New York's SherLK 


ALBANY, 
NOV. 20.—Henry Grasse, of 
Now York, has filed charges of malfeas- 
ance In office against Sheriff Edward Tam- 
sen. of New York county, and asks for his 
removal from office. The petition charges 
that the sheriff was guilty of negligence 
and mismanagement in having Incompe-

A C M i M B L O N O E R 


Oaustd a Terrible Trolley Oar Ac- 
cident at CloTeland. 


CLEVKLAKD, 
NOV. 18,—A trolley oar 
carrying over twenty passengers, l^sldes 
the 
inotorman 
and 
conductor, 
wont 
through the draw of tho Central Viaduct 
Saturday night, and dropped 101 foot Into 
the river below. Patrick Looney Is the 
only survivor of thoso who went down 
with the car. Ho Is at the hospital in » 
critical condition. He says that his recol- 
lection of the accldcnt is not very clear. 
The first intimation he had that an aool- 
dont was to occur was when ho folt the car 
falling. Before he know what had hap- 
pened he became unconscious and remem- 
bered nothing more until he came to at 
the hospital. 


On tho rear platform of the car before it 
made the terrible plunge wero C. A. Fer- 
guson, of Parma, O.; John Serlger, of 
Dover, O.; Andy Radko and Jake Holler. 
All Jumped and were saved. Holler says 
the car was going slowly, and that he 
heard some one cry out "Stop the car, 
stop tho car," He also says there was a 
woman on the platform, and that sho 
jumped safely away, but Immediately cried 
out that her daughter was in the car. 


Tho Central Viaduct Is a huge stilt 
bridge 3,000 feet long, made of Iron. It 
connects the heights and the prosperous 
resldenco section on the South Side with 
the business contor of tho city. Directly 
over tho river Is a drawbridge of tho pivot 
swinging pattern, and this Is 101 feet above 
the surface of tho water. Tho South Side 
street railroad passes over the bridge, and 
on either side of tho draw there is a safety 
switch, which, unless tho conductor alights 
and holds up a handle, will send a car 
into the gutter instead of allowing it to 
go on the draw. 


All reports seem to agree that the 111 
fated motor car approached tho draw just 
as a vessel was nearlng It, and the bridge 
attendants had closed the big iron gates 
and were preparing to swing the draw. As 
is the rule, the car stopped, and tho con- 
ductor went forward to release tho switch 
in case the way was elear. An eye witness 
declares that though tho gates wero closed 
and the draw was already in motion tho 
eonduotor raised the switch handle, 
* 


The motorman applied tho current-and 
tho oar shot forward and struck tho gate«, 
with a crash. There was only a moment** 
pause, and then.the heavy car ground its 
way through the wreckage and plunged 
over the brink Into the black abyss amid 
the screams and frantic struggles of tho 
passengers, who at tho first intimation of 
danger rushod for tho rear door, Tho oar 
struck with a groat splash, and then thero 
was silence. 


Tho work of reselling tho bodies was be- 
gun Immediately after the accldont, and 
Is still In progress. Thirteen bodies wero 
recovered during Saturday night, and this 
was increased to fifteen yesterday, while 
two more were recovered today. 


Last night August Rogers, the motor- 
man of the 111 fated car, was charged with 
manslaughter. This action was taken by 
Chief of Police Ho3hn, after he had inves- 
tigated. Rogers declares that tho conduc- 
tor gave him the signal to go ahead, and 
that, as the current was on, he obeyed. 
Ordinarily tho swinging of tho bridge cuts 
off tho electrlo current and the car lights 
go out, but on this occasion tho light« 
wero burning brightly. Rogers Jumped 
just before tho fatal plunge. 


It has been definitely settled chat ono of 
the safe guards provided by the street rail- 
way company at tho drawbridge to pre- 
vent accidents has been out of order for 
threo woeks. It was a dovico of levers, so 
arranged that when tho safety gates nt the 
approaches to the draw wore closed the 
current would be shut off for a distance of 
600 feet on each side of the river. The wires 
remained dead until tho drawbridge was 
closed and tho gates woro swung back to 
the sides of the roadway. With tho cut off 
in working order a motorman could not 
run his car to the river, and the absence of 
power would be an Infallible warning of 
danger. Why the cut oft has been allowed 
to remain out of order Is unexplained by 
tho street oar company as yet.

19.—A special 
dispatch from Port Barrios, says: On Sun- 
day morning guards discovered the bodies 
of five negroes hanging six miles from 
town. They wore recognized as being some 
of the negroes lately arrived here to work 
on the railroad construction, but who be- 
came dlsaatlsilod and i^d. An Inve^tiga- 
tlun was made, but nothing resulted ex- 
cept that it was learned that the negroes 
came irom Loulslu:^u. It is believed that 
they were pursued by contractoz'S and 
troops and killed, so as not to allow them 
to escape. The life of the negroes working 
here is terrible. Many have been buaion 
to death.

Lieuteoant

-France in September last to organize an 
•expeditionary column 
against 
Samory. 
His base of operations was the French 
ipost of Siguiri, upon the Upper Niger. 
.His objective point was Bissandugu, the 
.large capital of Samory. 
On January 
1 
ho left Siguiri with a iorco of a 
little 
.over li)u6 men, of whom 140 were Eu- 
Topeans, and (jOO were Tiralleurs, 
or 
trained Senegalese soldiers. 
On 
Janu- 
ary 6 he reached Kaukan,and a little be- 
yond that town he found the enemy do- 
•tcrmined to stop his progress toward the 
^capital. 
Samory had been getting realy 
ior the struggle. 
He had purch;^sed a 
•large number of guns from British mer- 
<chants at Sierra Leone. 
The 
French 
^complttiabitterly that munitions of war 
were provided from British territory to 
ibo used ajiainsfc them. 


Colonel Humbert's forcc was attacked 


his life, for if ho showed any signs of 
tear it was probable that everr member 
of the embassy would be slaughtered. 


The next raorninsr he went 
to 
the 
palace gates with his entire embassy and 
guards and demanded un audience with 
the Emir. 
The party were finally ad- 
mitted, and with the French flag flying 
at their head, they marched into the 
presence of Samory as he sat surrounded 
by his officers of state, the women of his 
household, and 200 of his guard. 
Then 
the Captain spoke through his inter- 
preter: 


**Almany Emir Samory, a Captain of 
the French Army, speaks to yau in the 
name of Prance, which he was sent here 


• 


to represent. 
Ho will read to you now 
the treaty which the ruler of the French 
commanded him to have you sign. 
You 
will hear all the articles. 
Then you can 
reflect on them; but if, as yesterday,you 
address to the representativo of France 
insulting languatce, he will destroy the 
token of friendship which he was told to 
give you, and will tear in pieces the flag 
now behind him, which is the insignia of 
his mission, and will throw the debris at 
your feet. 
There will then be war be- 
tween the French and you, a war with- 
Corong, who was glad to have the young 
man join him. He had no reason,however, 
to rejoice in his acquisition, for the wily 
Samory, by his skilful intrigues, com- 
pletely crushed the power of 
hii new 
mister, placed himself on his throne, and 
began his conquering career. 


He seized the country oí Konadui;u 
and killed its king. 
The largo district 
of Koni voluntarily surrendered to the 
conqueror, 
Then soldiers from all the 
little States far and wide be^an to flock 
to Samory to place themselves under the 
patronage of 
the rising stir in West 
Africa. 
He laid siege to Sanankoro, his 
native town, and by a brilliant assault 
captured its tortress. 
The most import- 
ant kingdom in West Africa, Wassulu, 
surrendered 
to him without a blow. 
Finally an alliance with the Mandigoes 
made him by far the most redoubtable 
chief out of the upper Niger. 
In the 
course of his triumphs he attacked his 
flrst 
master, defeated 
him in battle, 
made his old patron a prisoner, and the 
unfortunate chicf soon succumbed to the 


to the French. One day, in the presence 
of his counselors, he told Captain Pero* 
in an insolent tone that his son had been 
in Paris, where he was received as an 
equal by the President of the French 
Republic and the Ministers of 
State. 
It was a fact that one of the sons of 
France's former enemy had been takcu 
to Paris after the cessation of hostilities 
and had been made the lion of tho day 
by the newspapers. 


''This Captain," continued Samory, 
*'and the Colonel who sent him here, 
are merely servants of the men in France 
who have received my son as their equal. 
If the Miuisters wish to make a treaty I his purpose to assume that role, 
with me, let them come themselves, and 


of West Africa, 
The once humble slave 
was long the absolute ruler of a large 
territory.

by about 15,000 of Samory*s warriors. 
The attacking force was strong enough 
in numbers to annihilate tho advancing 
^column, but tho French had this great 
advautu^ie: Their guns could be used 
-effectively, nearly twice tho distance at 
which the aims in the hands of tho enemy 
were serviceable. 
They 
had 
besides 
Maxim guns, cannon and other improved 
weapons which made them more than 
•equal to almost any native force that 


'Could be brought against them. 


In the first fight the forces of Samory 
were completely defeated and fled from 
the field, leaving many dead behind and 
sixty of the guns they bad bought of the 
English in 
Sierra Leone. 
The 
little 
European contingent came out of tho 
fight almost without a scratch. 
They 
then advanced on their way to the capi- 
tal. 
In front of Bissandugu Sumory had 
marshalled his force for a desperate 
(Struggle» 
The fight was a hard 
one. 
Samory lost 150 killed and 300 wounded. 
The French loss was ten killed and fifty- 
three wounded. 
Bissandugu fell into the 
hands of the French, who entered in on 
January 12, white tho vanquished Sa- 
mory, dejierted by his own friends, fled 
toward the south. 


The story of Samory is a remarkable 
'One. 
When a little boy be was given as 
•a ransom to the Marabout Sory Idrahina 
for a woman who had been made captive 
hy that chief. 
The boy eurly showed 
that he had remarkable abilicies. 
His 
intelligence, courage, and talent for in- 
trigue made him, while still a very young 
man, tho chief advi&er of the Marabout, 
But Samory saw before him a greatur 
future than any his master could give 
him. 
At tliut tune the power of tho 
great Muhmadou, who had consolidated 
juany cf tho little States of West Africa 
into a powerful empire, hud fallen to 
pieces after his death, 
&amory looked 
*bout him for un alliance among tho re- 
vivified States which wa« worthy of his 
(tibilitios and would give him a chance to 
•carry out bis ambtdou« projects« 
lie 
•suddenly deserted hU master and ofi^grt^d 
bia Mcvictw iQ liuikii 
tU« 


hardships of his captivity. 
All these 
events advanced to the highest the power 
and military prestige of Samory. 
He 
compelled the King of Bissandugu, now 
his capital city, to beg his pardon 
for 
the resistance he had offered, and to pro- 
claim himself his vassal. 


The empire of Samory up to the time 
of his defeat in January by the French 
was very extensive. 
It was composed 
of 160 of the former little States of that 
part of Africa. 
It was limited on the 
north by tho empire of Segu, on the 
west by the possessions of the French on 
the upper Niger, and the territory of 
Liberia and Sierra Leone. 
Still this im- 
mense territory did not suflice for his 
amtition. 
He coveted the entire wes- 
tern Soudan, and this greed for tho ac- 
quisition of territory made him for five 
years most troublesome to the French. 
For two years he waged almost incessant 
war with tho French outposts along the 
Niger, 
Nothing but the superiority of 
their arms and military discipline pro- 
vented him from sweeping them out of 
tho 
country. 
But 
while 
invincible 
among native Africans, the French were 
too strong for him, 
At last, after sus- 
taining, for the first time in his career, 
defeat aiter defeat, he sued for peace, 
and five years ago a French Embassy was 
sent with a strong escort to Samory's 
town, Bissandugu, to sign a treaty with 
Its former enemy. 


The embassy was received in a most 
hospitable manner 
and 
was 
lavishly 
entertained. 
No town so bridk, so largo 
and handsome was to be found through* 
out that part of Africa, Samory's horse- 
men and foot soldiery made an imposing 
spectacle on parade, and the Chief did 
all he could to impress his visitors with 
an idea of bis power. 
The 
French 
mistiioQ was led by Cftptain Peroz, who 
had 
been 
delegated by 
Lieutenant* 
Colonel Gallieni to negotiate the treaty. 


As the bu0ino6s went on perplexities 
arose, 
and at last Samory assumed a 
haughty mien, and it wm evident that 
the 
embassy was in danger, 
He de- 
cUo^d iQ »urr^udtr bU liigvr 
proyiiuw 


not treat with th^ ruler of a country 
that is much larger than France, thoagh 
one of their servants. 
Now go to your 
quarters," ho concluded, and Captain 
Peroz withdrew from the palace grounds, 
while on every side the soldier/ and 
people showed by their menacing looks 
that tho lives of the little party of 
stranpcrs were in danger. 


Peroz passed a sleepless night, but be- 
fore morning ho had decided what to 
do. 
It was evident that ho must beard 
the lion in his den, even at the risk of 
out mercy, and God will decide the 
issue.'* 


Samory has great powers of self-con- 
trol. 
During this violent speech ho did 
not betray by a movement or a gesture 
any sign of anger or of perturbation. 
Extending his arm to the Captain he said: 
**Sitdown." 


'•The servants of Franca do not sit," 
replied the captain, ''when they speak in 
he name of their country." 


Samory made a gesture of indifference. 
"Go on; I will hear you," he said. 


The interpreter then read the treaty 
in a loud voice. 
When he had finished 
Captain Peroz dictated to him the fol- 
lowing remark: 


**Almany Emir 
Samor3% you 
have 
heard the wishes of the President 
of 
Prance, 
Here is the copy of the treaty. 
Medilato upon it. 
I shall now return to 
my camp. 
I will await your response 
until the eighth day from this time. 
If 
at that time you do not express regrets 
for the insults you have offered to Prance 
in my person, and if you do not express 
a wish to reopen negotiations upon the 
bafeis of this treaty, I shall quit your em- 
pire, and woe be to tho men of your 
country who pass the fords of tho Niger 
behind us." 


The guards and counselors of Samory 
seized their guns and needed only a look 
from their master to massacre tho little 
party. 
A gesture from their ruler re- 
duced them to order. 


*'Now go," he said to the French," 
and I will order all tho gates to be opened 
for you." 


The next day the counselors of Samory 
came to the Captain to express their re- 
grets for the unpleasant incidents that 
had occurred, and to offer to reopen the 
interrupted negotiations. 
The Captain 
replied that it was impossible, for he had 
just sent « report to his ^perior ofiieer 
of 
tho 
unpleasant 
ocrarrences, 
and 
wrould be compelled to await his re- 
sponse before reopening 
negotiations. 
Eight days later a letter was received 
from Colonel Gallieni fixing upon March 
25th as the day for signing the treaty. 
By that act Samory was to abandon all 
his provinces upon the left bank of the 
Niger and place his entire country under 
tho protection of the French Govern- 
ment. 
The great difiicultyhad been the 
reluctance of Samory to surrender his 
provinces upon the west of the Niger. 
His white enemies, however, have been 
too much for him, and he was compelled 
to submit to the inevitable. 
Thus tho 
treaty was cramed down his throat, and 
it was under these circumstance that 
Samory became a vassal of France; and 
that Government has since called tho 
1,500,000 people whom Samory ruled 
with a rod of iron its subjects. 


Samory, however, has chafed under 
the yoke, and about a year ago he re- 
sumed his aggressions. 
His rebellious 
attitude has become more and more pro- 
nounced, and it was evident months ago 
that it would be necessary utterly to

break his 
power. 
Last year 
Colonel 
Archinard made a vigorous campaign 
against Ahmadu, the ruler of Segu,who, 
next to Samory, had been the greatest 
enemy of France, 
His strongholds were 
captured, and the once powerful chief is 
now a fugitive on the border of the 
Sahara. Having rendered Ahmadu harm- 
lens, the French turned their attention 
again to Samory.

Applying the Death Penalty In Spain. 


Speaking of a recent execution by the 
gaiTote in Spain, the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer dcscnbes tbo method of capital 
punishment in that country as follows: 


Tho platform upon which tho garrote 
was crected was surrounded by a rough 
wooden raihu^, inside of which was a 
strong detachment of polico and troops, 
who had no trouble in keeping the people 
back. Upon the scaffold there were four 
wooden partitions, in each of which was 
a stake. 
Attached to each stake there 
was a metallic collar which is put around 
tho criminars neck. 
Behind the collar 
is a screw which is turned until its point 
crushes into the spinal column, causing 
almost instant death.

The old way of executing criminals in 
Spain was to tie a cord about their necks 
and then twist it with a stout piece of 
stick until the victim was strangled to 
death.

It grows very rapidly in 
from one to five feet of water,

Form- 
erly the Indians of the lake region of 
the Northwest made great use of it as an 
article of food by gathering it in their 
canoes 'and curing it for winter food. 
Some of the leading seedsmen quote it 
in their catalogues, 
Thorburn gives the 
following directions for sowicgit: Put 
the rice in coarse cotton bags and sink 
them in water for twenty-four hours. 
Sow in water which is from six inches 
to five feet deep, in soft mud bottom, 
and in places where there are but few 
weeds. 
It is useless in sowing this seed 
except on a mud bottom, or on low 
marshy places which are covered 
with

A KNOWriEDQE OF FOODS. 


The advance made in knowledge ol 
foods, their preparation and eflfectsin 
recent years is something wonderful, 
and undoubtedly much remains to be 
learned in all these directions, as well 
as in others relative to domestic econ- 
omy, especially in our wastefulness, 
Americans do not know how to usó^i 
material in the saving manner of a 
number of Nations, the French and 
Chinese for example. 
A Frenchman 
will prepare tbe head and feet of a 
chicken in tbe most palatable and nu- 
tritious manner. Among tho more im- 
portant kinds of food eaten hero are 
wheat, corn, milk, buckwheat, beans, 
peas, potatoes, beef, cabbage, apple?, 
chicken, veal, mutton, pork, codüsb, 
eggs and oysters. 
The time of diges- 
tion varies from two hours to live and 
a quarter hours, apples and codfish re 
quiring tho shorter time and porktb 
longer. 
Wheat, beets, potatoes, e g g s 
and oysters each require three and a| 
half; corn and buckwheat, three hournl 
and a quarter; peas, beef and mutton, 
three hours; cabbage, four hours and| 
ti half; chicken, two hours and ^forty-| 
five minutes; milk, two hours and a| 
quarter. 
In regard to tbe cooking of¡ 
meats, it has been said that the grid 
iron is typical of tbe advancement of| 
civilization. 
Beefsteaks should not 
be pounded iii tbe barbarous fashion 
employed by some cooks. 
A thick,! 
juicy, clean-cut steak should be held 
as closely as possible to tbe hot coal] 
and turned quickly in order that b11| 
the nourishing juice should bo kep! 
inside. 
Salt should not be used unti 
after the meat is cooked, as it harden' 
the fibres and renders tbo meat dry 
tough and tasteless. 
Those who art 
either too thin or too fab should make 
a careful study of themselves aui( 
their foods and eat accordingly, 
cheerful disnosition, free from car^ 
and worry, 4ill go far tov/ard helpini.\1 
in the assimilation of food, witbo^u^j 
which it wore useless to hope for iieslk'i 
A person

should exercise freely and avoid íat?,

and vegetables which contaii, 
atarch and sugar in large quantitie?. 
Foods for ilesby peoi^le to avoid, oi 
which they should use very sparingly 
are fresh bread, butter, milk, sugar, 
sweet potatoes, fat meats, corn, pii'-i 
try, cake, sweetmeats and liquids.

T B E A T I N G SF,ED "WHEAT T O P R E V E N T 
SMTJT. 


For each ten bushels of wheat take 
one pouud bluestone and dissolve it 
in about three gallons of water. 
It 
disBolTos best in boiling water. 
Heat 
one gallon, which will dissolve it, then 
add the other two. 
Now spread on 
barn floor or wagon box ten bushels 
of wheat, take an old broom 
and 
sprinkle and turn until all the grain is 
wet. 
Leave in a pile over night for 
next 
sowing, or prepare in morn 
ing for afternoon sowing. 
Set the 
drill for about one peck more per 
acre, as it will not run quite so freely 
as before treating.—American Agri- 
culturist. 


C U L T U R E 
O F T H E 
HYACINTH. 


This variety of lily may bo grown 
either in soil or water. 
Tho former 
method IH for ordinary garden culture, 
in which the bulbs are set out in a dry 
part of the garden m rich soil, with 
plenty of leaf mold in it, and four 
inches below the surface. 
To avoid 
clanger from hard frosts the bed is 
covered with leaves, held in place by 
some fine brush or pine boughs. 
For 
water culture, tho dry bulbs are set on 
the top of ft glass vase or bottle, made 
for the purpose, with the bottom just 
touching the water, in late October 
and on until December, so that there 
may be a succession of bloom through 
the winter. 
After the bulbs have 
bloomed they may be eet out in the 
garden to ripen for the next year's 
growth. 
In the garden this pretty 
plant blooms early in the spring. The 
bulbs may be set out in the open 
ground 
next 
month. —New 
York 
Times.

HOW TO KILIJ chickens, 


A novel inetliod of killing chickens 
is being introduced abroad. 
Instead 
of sticking, bleeding, cutting' the head 
oif, etc., one takes the fowl ia the left 
hand by the legs, catching the points 
of the -wings to prevent the fowl from 
flapping. 
He lifts the fowl up, the 
head hanging downward. 
With the 
tight hand he takes the head, catch- 
ing the neck between the iirst and 
third fingers, the thumb being on the 
face. 
The fingers must not crush the 
head, but must feel the bone at the 
back of the head 
firmly. 
Death is 
caused by lifting the left hand and 
pulling down the right with a quick 
jerk, thereby dislocating the neck at 
the very point where it joins 
the 
head. 


Death is instantaneous if done prop- 
erly, which can be told by feeling the 
neck, which ought to be quite soft and 
entirely detached from the head, so 
that there is nothing but flesh and 
sfiin between the thumb and finger. 
By this method there is no flow of 
blood, but the blood ie allowed to run 
into the head, which is carefully kept 
hanging down until after the bird is 
plucked,—New York World. 


CARING P O B B B O O M E C O R X . 


The broom corn crop is of vast im- 
portance, and it is quite proper 
to 
give some consideration as to how the 
crop may be best cared for. 


Quality and condition control the 
value of broom corn as well as other 
commodities, and best condition can 
be especially obtained by following 
certain rules and methods in caring 
for the crop. 
Gutting should be done 
before the corn is bleached out, as 
color is essential, and when green the 
brush possesses advantages both in 
attractiveness and for working. When 
cut corn should be, as soon as possi- 
ble, hauled under cover, and have the 
seeds removed by running through the 
scraper. 
This done, it should be 
placed on shelves BO arranged as to 
admit of a free circulation of air. 
In 
about ten days, if the weather is dry 
and all conditions are favorable, tho 
corn will be ready to bale. 
It should 
be thoroughly examined, however, to 
see that it is dry and cured. 


After the broom corn is thoroughly 
dry, the next step is to bale, and this 
operation should, receive great care 
and attention, there are too 
many 
shaky and lop-sided bales received an- 
nually, and it bothers those who han- 
dle them to keep them from falling 
apart. 
It being of great importance 
to keep the ends of the bales square 
and smooth, 
the biush should be 
handed to the packer in small l^ts, 
the butts of which, 
having 
been 
evened by striking down npon 
a table 
or other smooth surface, and the one 
who xilaces the brush in the box of 
the press should take care to keep the 
butts up close against the ends of the 
box and the brush iDroperJy lapped in 
the interior. 
Use No. 9 ience wire, 
liye to the bale, and it is not. a bad 


idefc to have A lighter wire to tie at 
each corner, and press Bufficiently to 
have ft good, compact, tight bale which 
will endure the long journey and the 
handling. 
No matter how carefully 
and B u c c e s s f u l l y every step in the pro- 
duction of the brush has been per- 
formed, the profit of the crop will de- 
pend, other things equal, upon proper 
baling. 
Great 
caro and 
attention 
should bo given to have the seeds re* 
moved; there is too much fraud prac- 
ticed by baling up tra«h, seeds and 
crooked corn in the bales with straight 
brush. 
Bale the crooked by itself.—• 
Farm, Field and Fireside. 


A PLEA FOR THE SKUNK. 


Skunks are more useful to tho far- 
mer than moBt people are willing to 
admit, eays W. W. Maxim. They have 
always been regarded as nuisances 
and wantonly destroyed. 
Here in 
New Enirland for the last ten years 
the white grub has made terrible 
havoc with the grass fields by eating 
off the roots just beneath the surface 
of the soil. 
In 
some places 
large 
areas are entirely destroyed, not a 
green spear of grass being allowed to 
grow. 
In other localities there are 
large spots entirely killed and the re- 
mainder more or less injured, making 
tho grass very thin where there is any. 
These worms are the larv» of the large 
brown beetle called the June bug. 


The skunks, where they have been 
allowed to live, have dug in and eaten 
these grubs in vast numbers, 
the 
crows also assisting them greatly in 
the good work. 
Last year the beetles 
were not so numerous as in -former 
years, owing no doubt to the depreda- 
tions of these two agencies. 


Skunks do no damage to field crops 
to speak of, their only mischief con- 
sisting in depredations on chickens 
and eggs during tho night, and that 
could all be avoided if the farmers 
took proper caro of their 
poultry. 
There 
are other 
depredators that 
would seize them 
if left 
exposed. 
There is no excuse whatever for leav- 
ing chickens overnight where skunks 
can have access to them. 
They can- 
not open doors nor climb up after 
eggs in the nest boxes. 
Instead of 
killing skunks for these reasons, a 
farmer had better look after his poul- 
try. 


The skunk will not leave any scent 
unless attacked; in fact, they are as 
harmless as cats and much more so 
than dogs, 
I have had them come 
into the barn in daytime while I was 
at work, passing by me so close that 
their long Rha^rgy fur almost brushed 
my legs. 
I fed them every day with 
bits of meal, when they would sit 
down within two feet of me and eat it. 
They would walk about among the 
pouitry, never offerincr to touch one 
of them. 
TJiey kept this up through 
tho spring until the ground was bare, 
when they disappeared. 
They 
find 
plenty of mice and graishoppers in 
the fields and pastures in some sea- 
sons of the year, but the early spring 
months while the snow covers tho 
ground seem to be the hardest time 
for them. 
I think the virtues of tho 
skunk have not been duly appreciated. 
—Germantown Telegraph.

Bright, red combs, clean plumage, 
plenty to do, indicates good iiealtb, 
and also shows that the use oC condi- 
ments is necessary. 


Early and close culling are the two 
principles upon which, to a very con- 
siderable extent, BUCCCSS depends in 
improving the poultry. 


Dr. McOlintock, of the University 
of Michigan, has been making experi- 
ments with hens' eggs, and finds that 
many of them are infested with deadly 
bacteria. 


Excessive gum on cherry trees seems 
to be due to lack of potash. At least a 
bushel or so of unleached wood ashes 
worked well into the aoil about tho 
roots of a tree that was badly affected 
caused it to heal over smooth, grow 
vigorously and bear abundantly. 


So often the side branches of farm 
work fail to pay because carried on 
negligently. 
A dozen hives of bees 
should bring the farmer as much rev- 
enue as a ten-acre wheat 
field. 
The 
return tho care of his chickens would 
bring is underrated, and evon the 
children are not trained to a proper 
interest in them. 


It is often a good plan to turn the 
poultry into the clover lield. 
Clover 
is generally well occupied by insects, 
which gives the hens something to 
hunt for, and it is also rich in miner- 
als, containing a large proportion of 
lime. 
Soft shell eggs are not likely 
to be laid by hens running in a clover 
field, unless tho hens are very fat. All 
kinds of fowls thrive on clover, and as 
It is a cheap food it will pay to let 
them have the run of the field. 


Eggs gathered up here and there 
about the farm cannot be relied upon 
as fresh. 
As far as possxblo tho hons 
should be obliged to lay in the poul- 
try house, and the eggs gathered up 
several times a day, so that there is 
no chance for a stal'-^ egg to be packed 
up unknowingly, li the hens are per- 
mitted to lay in the fence corners, un- 
der tne barn, or in the out buildings, 
the out-of-the-way nests are likely to 
be overlooked when tho weather is bad 
or one is in a hurry, and thus the 
stale egg gets into the basket and 
spoih the reputation of the poultry 
man*

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A Negro Fiend Hung Uf. 


FREDERICK, Md., Nov. 17 
James 


Goings, a young negro, begged food 
at the residence of Hamilton Geisbert, 
near this city, yesterday afternoon. 
After eating voraciously, he assaulted 
Miss Lillie Jones, whom, he discover- 
ed. was alone in the house* 
In over- 
coming the girl's resistance, the negro 
I 
broke her nose and cut her with a razor. 


He was arrested and held for a hear- 
ing on Monday. 
Later he was taken 
from the jail by a mob and hanged to 
a tree, on which, a few years ago, the 
negro Bigus was Jynchedjor a like das- 


^^ 
tardly crime. 


It was early in the afternoon when 
Goings knocked at the back door of 
the farm house of Hamilton Geisbert, 
about a mile irom town. 
Miss Lillie 
Jones, a domestic, answered the sum- 
summons, and responded to his appeal 
for something to eat by giving him a 
good meal. 
He ate ravenously and 
repaid the girl's kindness by assaulting 
her. 
She finally escaped from the 
house screaming for help. 
Mr. Geis- 
bert was close at hand, and, as he ap- 
peared, the negro fled. When Mr. 
Geisbert reached Miss Jones she was 
unconscious, lying in the yard, her 
face badly bruised and cut. 


Half a dozen neighbors were quick- 
ly on the trail ol the negro find. They 
caught him in tl^ city, and SheniT 
Zimmerman took him to jail, a strong 
stone structure, which would, it was 
thought, withstand the attacks ot the 
mob. Mutterings and threats of lynch- 
ing were heard during the evening as 
the assault on Miss Jones began to be 
generally known. 
Crowds began to 
congregate on the street corners, many 
of the men coming in from the farm 
lands in the country. 
The report 
reached the city at ix o'clock that the 
woman had died from the cuts ^nd 
beating inflicted by the negro, and 
this infuriated the men. 
There was 
no noise nor shouting, but a quiet de 
termination to avenge the poor domes- 
tic was seen in the laces of the sturdy 
iarmers as they looked up at the jail 
windows. 


Shortly .before midnight the word 
was passed among the 300 persons, 
and the whole body moved toward the 
prison.

cent work. 
The yearly income from 
this source is now $100,000, and there 
are to-day growing in this garden,

Fresh blood contains 
much bitumen and can be obtained at 
nominal cost. 


The recent Geographical Congress 
at London declared in favor of the 
universnl use of the meridian of Green- 
wich. 
It also declared in favor of the 
metro as tbe geographical standard of 
measurement. 


A rein of natural gas extends along, 
the eastern and southern shore of Lake 
Ontario in the counties of Jefferson 
and Oswego, and wells have been sunk 
at different points, gas being found in 
suflScient quantities for commercial 
and illuminating purposes for several 
Tillages. 


Professor Stoddard writes that while 
"argon" is undoubtedly a new sub- 
stance, tho evidence does not warrant 
the positive assertion that it is an ele- 
ment rather than a mixture of ele- 
ments. 
Having discovered its exist- 
ence, tho scientists are now busy at- 
temijting to imagine a use for ii. 


It appears that certain fungi may be 
disseminated by snails and toads. An 
Italian naturalist, Vogliuo, has found 
in the digestive canal of these animals 
an abundance of the spores of species 
of Bussula, Tricholoma, Lactariusand 
other kinds of toadstools. 
But the 
power of germination o1 these spores 
bad not been destroyed by passing 
through the body of the animals in 
question:

The TJlow-Worm Tavern.

each separate and distinct), aro situ- 
ated near the town of Southport, Tas- 
mania, in a limestone bluff, about lour 
miles from Ida Bay. 
The appearance 
of the main cavern is that of an un- 
derground river, the entire floor of 
the subteranean passage being covered 
with water about a foot and a half in 
depth. 
These wonderful Tasmanian 
caves aro similar to all caverns found 
in limestone formations, with the ex- 
ceT)tion that their roofs and sides lit- 
i^r ''v shine with the light emitted by 
ti 
llions of glow-worms which in- 
hai^iv them.
